aa jot. Clarification of our plana await a Stato Department and Foreign 
Offloo reaction to propoaala now boforo than. Tho aeopo and typo of 
oporatleaa OPC will mount, will bo dotonalnod by tho rotation of 8tato 
and tho Foroign Qffioo, Qonorally speaking, however, OPC plana two 
apooifie tjpoa of operation. On tho ana hand, onr a in ia oatabl lahnant 
of note built around hi^h level agents for nautraliaation of tho 
Albanian arned foroea by penetration of any and go Vermont oiroloa. 
Naturally, a sereUeiy of thia penetration operation ia the development 
of doamant roaiatanoo potential. On the other hand, CPC expect a to 
mount several coup do main operations against certain selected targets. 
Those operations will definitely not inrolre personnel connected with 
tho penetration operation, and those activities will bo planned so as 
not to endanger any other existing nets. In addition, those operations, 
whieh our propaganda campaign aspects to exploit, will be planned so aa 
not to eauae reprisals on tho eilivian population. 

2. In respect to 030 operations, I 'Itxpreased the familiar view- 

point that 1951 operations ware disappointing, and no service eeuld 
expect to any longsr receive the outright support and soopsration of tho 
Albanian people in tho faoo of tho reprlsfil measures adopted by tho 
Sigorlai. With that thought in nlndJ j explained that 030 had deoidod 

to limit their operations in 1952. HNwever, the requirements of their 
"euotomoro” demanded continuation of operations to fulfill eertain 
specif is objectives t 

a, 090 must maintain intelligence coverage to keep informed 
of Russian intentions in Albania, and keep up-to-date on day to 
day dovelopnonta within tho country. 

b. 030 must also keep track of Jugoslav intentions and 

activities in respect to Albania. £_ jjonsidered tho present 

Yugoslav attitude a very dangerous element in the overall Balkan 
picture, whieh the U.8. State Department had net at yet acknowledged. 
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c. 080 also believes they here the additional reapenelhllity 
of supporting OPC aetirities as the need arises. Specifically,

a. An operation will be mounted to contact the League of the 
Mountains In Borthern Albania, assess their strength and forward 
Information to headquarters so that a decision may be reached 
regarding NGFA contact with this resistance group* It Is planned 
to coataot the League of the Mountains by sending e ema i l taam 
overland from Qreece via Yugoslavia with a W/T set* 

b. To establish Yugoslav listening pests, OSO expects to 
mount two separate operations. One, composed of Koesovaro, will 
move overland from Cheese to the area between Skoplje and the 
Albanian border. The other, made up of mseibers of the BK1, will 
be dropped In Northern Albania and then nova aoross the Yugoslav 
front iar to the Prlsren arse. 

a* A limited operation la planned in the Southwestern earner 
of Albania, t small team has recently returned from the Delvins 
area, and 080 fait they showed particular premiss. Consequently, 
several members are preeently learning W/T, and the teem will be re- 
infiltrated in 1952* 

d. 080 plane to continue it* THUNDERSTORM operation which is 
handled by Greek intelligence. This operation is directed against 
South ContralJULbenia, and nay penotrate as far north as Klbasan. 

I questioned/ about the thinking behind this operation, end he 
explained that 080 thought it wee preferable to control tho operation 
by supporting the Greeks financially rather than allowing them to 
go their own way and run the risk of net keeping control on Greek 
activities in this area.

Ala point had 
been covered in the discussion of the previous day, and was generally
